The following Subcommittee Members were present when the meeting was called to
order: Subcommittee Chair Ballentine, Representative Mia McLeod, Representative Walton J. McLeod,
and Representative Bill Taylor.

This was the sixth meeting with the Department of Social Services (DSS) held to focus on agency
responses to subcommittee inquiries, agency-suggested law changes, agency recommendations, and a
timeline for implementation of those recommendations. Representative Ballentine reviewed the progress
and actions of the subcommittee and requested that staff review the recommendations of the
Subcommittee. He then reminded those present that all testimony must be given under oath, but that there
are options to anonymously provide comment to the subcommittee.

Representative Ballentine explained that the Subcommittee would hear testimony from the Inspector
General, followed by DSS staff. All those testifying were sworn in as a group. The italicized notation is
the approximate start time for each person on the archived video
(http://www.scstatehouse.gov/video/videofeed.php).

Inspector General Maley provided testimony about the Office of the Inspector General’s investigation of
inappropriate overtime policies at the Lexington County DSS office. He stated that it was driven by low
staffing levels and while management did not pressure caseworkers to work overtime, they did it because
they were conscientious about their work. He also stated that there was a disconnect between county
management and state office management. He concluded his testimony with a statement that the agency
is on the right path to resource correctly and build accountability.

State Director Alford opened the testimony from the Department of Social Services and then
subcommittee members proceeded with asking questions of DSS staff. Deputy State Director Taron Davis
responded to questions about the process to become a licensed foster setting and the support that families
receive after becoming licensed. She testified about the agency’s new process which will split foster
licensing and support, so that applicants have caseworkers dedicated solely to getting them licensed. Ms.
Davis also testified about Parent Advocacy groups and domestic violence training for DSS staff.

Following agency testimony, Representative Walt McLeod made a motion for the Subcommittee’s Report
to include a recommendation for all of the agency programs to continue. All present voted yea.
